Let me begin by briefly explaining the 
nature of the offending interview. A sheet of 
stock questions was handed out to several 


local bands, hump being one of these, to be 


returned with written answers. In addition to 
trying to restore a more “local talent” slant 
to Offbeat, it was our hope that the 
purposely mundane nature of the questions 
would provoke the bands to respond 
creatively (or destructively), thus giving a 
sense of what they were about while 
subverting the stale medium of rock 
interviews. It should be noted that neither of 
the local acts we interviewed last issue came 
looking for publicity via Offbeat; we 
approached them based on the fact that both 
bands had new releases and were creating 
somewhat of a buzz. Offbeat, is, in theory, 
here to inform the public about what's going 
on in Victoria’s musical scene, for better or 
worse. We do not condone oppression in any 
jorm. Nor do we invent or shape the “scene”, 


that’s for corporate record companies to do. 


Are hump a bunch of slobbering 
misogynist knuckle-draggers? \’m not so 
sure. | wonder if had hump promoted 


themselves as “performance artists”, we'd be 


hearing this type of criticism. My impression 
was that hump took such inherently 
exploitive mediums as TV and porn, then 
twisted & magnified them to appear even 
uglier, and finally rammed them down the 
throat of the complacent listener. 

Let’s assume for a moment that 
everything they expressed in their interview 
was to be taken at face value. At the very 
least, you can now make a more informed 
decision on whether you want to check these 
guys out or not. In this case, I'm not sure 
that exposure. necessarily equals 
endorsement. The first letter we received 
likened the interview to championing the 
racist band Skrewdriver, suggesting that we 


‘feel that violence against women is less 


deplorable than racism. This argument 


ih brings to mind Blood In The Face, a 


demystifying documentary on “white-power” 
organizations, where the filmmaker simply 
allowed neo-Nazis to vent their 


“philosophies” ad nauseam, free of any 


editorial input. The result was anything but 
glorification; by giving these bigots an open 
forum, they were free to insert their feet 
firmly in their mouths, without any 
prompting from the filmaker.

Af like this isn’t really anything you could explain to anyone without 
ultimately sounding like you don’t know what the fuck you're taking about, 
but I don’t often anyway so no prob. This is something you'll just have to see for 
yourself (an all-noise show, that is) and there’s no doubt some people could walk 
away hating this. Some people loved it.... 

First up was bass-master Lung Jelly, cranking out some putrid noise with the 
aid of his trusty four-string and a_nasty effects rack. He damaged our ears for 
about 15 minutes and the raunchy crunch of his set faded, like a subtle intro to 
the evening. 

Low Brow (Multiphase) included a rhythm section, a bass that whinnied like a 
sick horse, and one funky popcorn machine. The layers of sound built up, with 
the drums emerging and leading, lending a hypnotic element to the set. And 
then...nothing. The finale was complete silence as all the electricity was 
eliminated, leaving everyone in complete stupor. 

Retard resumed the chaos with their destructively loud show, utilizing some 
leftover Nimrod gear and displaying the now legendary puppet show. Watching 
the ’Friendly Giant’ as a small boy (still am) | could have never imagined puppet 
brutality, but at least | now know why Mr. Dressup was so goddamn boring. 

Now, clay itself would have been a much quieter medium to work with, but 
Wanting to Work With Clay had no quiet mediums in mind whatsoever. Like all 
other acts, WtWWC fails any description, and anyone is entitled to form their own 
opinion, but I dug ’em. 

It was literally one hour of excruciating noise, complete overkill, people 
running away holding their ears, or throwing shit at them, screaming “Owww, my 
ears”. Eventually, they were forced to stop. 

This was a free show so what the audience didn’t pay for in cash was easily 
tallied in hearing loss. But for all who missed this extravaganza, this is all but an 
inadequate guide to what you must surely not miss again. Anus

foursome- no, they are not men- 
hating reactionists. (The biggest 
assholes are inevitabely the first to 
scream “reverse-sexism’”- a little 
threatened?)

Henry Rollins 
The Boxed Life 
(imago) / 2.13.61 


wo and a half hours of listening to 
Henry Rollins talk might seem 


like too much for anyone, but Rollins 


is such an entertaining, funny 
storyteller that it doesn’t seem that 
long at all. The Boxed Life isn’t a 
music album but a selection from 
Rollins speaking tours over a three 
year period from 1989 to 1992. This 
collection comes on the heels of 
several other release entirely or 
partially devoted to his spoken word 
work. 

The title refers to the life of the 
traveller, moving from to hotel room 
to hotel room, something Rollins 
knows about from his years of touring 
with Black Flag and the Rollins Band. 
Drawing from this history, many of the 
stories deal with airports, flying and 
experiences in foriegn lands. Others 
are drawn from his own youth or 
thoughts that just take off on a 
tangent. Airport courtesy phones, U2, 
men, women, Jack Daniels, condoms, 
hatred and more all get the Rollins 
treatment. As someone who’s lived 
the life, Rollins doesn’t talk a lot of 
bullshit and he pulls no punches in 
the interests of political correctness. 

What makes Rollins’ stories truly 
successful is that his delivery is spot 
on. The tales don’t drag on, the 
laughs come when you need them 
and he seems to be enjoying himself 
as he tells them. I’ve often wondered 
why Henry Rollins isn’t more famous 
for this sort of thing in comedy circles. 
He’s certainly funnier than a lot of the 
guys I’ve seen on A&E. Perhaps he 
just hasn’t pursued it that seriously. 

However, Rollins isn’t only out for 
laughs. Although not featured 
prominantly in this collection, he has 
been outspoken on issues of sexual 
and child abuse, including his own 
personal experience as a victim of 
such abuse. The Boxed Life’s, final 
proper piece is a deadly serious 
monologue of identification with 
those who feel they are outsiders and 
outcasts, from family, friends, school 
and life. It’s moving. That may be 
the secret of his effectiveness as a 
storyteller: it comes from real life, 
built on a foundation of hard 
experience.
